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Sons David And Paul Follow 
In The Footsteps Of Their 
Father, Dr. P. A. Rothfuss

Wh en David and Paul Rothfuss get started 
talking about their fathers horses, names and 
dates roll out like some sort of family chant. 

Red Foot . . . Toy Foot . . . Gain A’ Foot 
. . . Star Foot . . . Flexer Foot . . . 

Since he got into the racing business in 
1935, Dr. P. A. Rothfuss, a Williamsport 
(Pa.) general practitioner/surgeon, has bred 
and raced over 100 horses, 80 with the word 
’’foot” in their names. Even the most obscure 
is still remembered by his sons. 

So it must have come as no surprise to the 
retired physician when David, a 28-year-old 
biology teacher, announced last year that he 
wanted to try his luck training a string of his 
father’s horses at the track. 

With counsel from Dr. Rothfuss and brother 
Paul (a disc jockey formerly with WCBM and 
WCAO in Baltimore and now with WYRE 
in Annapolis and known professionally as 
Paul Rogers), David took three maidens to the 
Maryland-Delaware circuit in February, 1972. 
By the end of the year he had started them 
34 times, won three races and had six seconds 
and nine thirds. 

Back again this year with two 2-year-olds 
in his stable, David Rothfuss is more serious 
than ever about becoming a horse trainer, and 
brother Paul is lending support and advice 
whenever possible. Many of their training 
theories, they readily admit, have been devel¬ 
oped by Dr. Rothfuss during his many years 
of owning horses and racing them in Maryland. 

"Dad used to train by telephone," says Paul. 
"He’d call his trainer (for many years Bill 
Irvine, Sr.) from home and tell him what he 
wanted done. He was so busy that he could 
hardly ever get to the track, but he always kept 
up with his horses." Now almost 80 and con¬ 
fined to his home with a hip ailment for the 


past five years. Dr. Rothfuss would be "holding 
court at the track during his retirement every 
morning like the late Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons 
if he could get around," maintains Paul. 

David admits that his father’s powers of ob¬ 
servation are still keener than his own. "He 
keeps telling me to be more observant. I just 
couldn’t figure out what was wrong with one 
of my fillies, so I brought my father down to 
the barn and took her out for him. She hadn’t 
gone eight steps when he told me to put her 
away. He said she had a bad back, and sure 
enough she did." 

Dr. Rothfuss, who has owned his 204-acre 
farm in Williamsport since 1940, is known as 
the "foot doctor’’ to many Marylanders who 
have watched his horses race. Actually, he 
picked up the word "foot" not from his pro¬ 
fession, but from his own name, which means 
"red foot" in German. In 1956, the Jockey 
Club also took up the popular misconception 
and ruled that he was "advertising" his spe¬ 
cialty with the names. They have limited him 
to one horse with "foot" in his name every year 
since. 

Raised on a Pennsylvania farm and a grad¬ 
uate of the University of Maryland medical 
school. Dr. Rothfuss has always raced in Mary¬ 
land and Delaware. His sons say that his deter¬ 
mination to own race horses dates back to the 
day he watched Man o’ War win the Preak- 
ness, while he was still in medical school. 

Dr. Rothfuss was attracted also by the ge¬ 
netics and physiology of horses. "He wanted 
to know why a good horse would suddenly go

bad,” explains David. Living examples of 
physiological and genetic curiosities have 
turned up in Dr. Rothfuss’ own barn over the 
years. 

Gain A’ F(X)t, an allowance winner who 
stood at stud at the Rothfuss farm, was the 
best horse the physician has bred, according 
to Paul. ”He might have been a much better 
race horse, but he caught his foot in the start- 
ing gate as a 3-year-old and ran the rest of 
that race in a lot of pain.” 

At stud. Gain A’ Foot sired 38 foals, 36 
starters, 25 winners, nine 100-time starters and 
fifteen 50-time starters (statistics supplied by 
Paul Rothfuss). 

Genetically, Dr. Rothfuss has always believed 
in using broodmares who had speed as race 
horses. "She might have been cheap, but if she 
had speed she was ok,” explains David. "A 
good example of how this worked out for my 
father was Star Foot, a Swashbuckler mare 
with speed, but foot trouble and no heart. She 
had nine foals for my father—seven have 
started and seven have won, including stakes- 
placed Flexer Foot and Ranch Maid. One of 


the 2-year-olds I’m training now is her last 
foal. Dear Doctor, named after my father.” 

David thinks that "deep inside” his father is 
pleased that he wants to continue with horses, 
but "he sees the variance and what can happen 
to you and he’s worried. I’ve always been in¬ 
terested in training and I rode and showed 
when I was younger. When I was teaching in 
New Jersey, I would come home every summer 
and ask if I could start training and Dad would 
convince me to stay at the farm. Two years 
ago, I finally resigned from my job, but I 
worked with Bob Young at Merryland Farm 
for two months to get some experience before 
I came to the track.” 

Now, to supplement his income from the 
training he does at the track, David teaches 
biology at Fairmont Heights High School in 
Prince Georges county. 

Reading and studying bloodlines have always 
appealed to Paul more than riding. As an 
announcer at WCAO for six years and WCBM 
for four, he often shared his interest in racing 
with his listeners. Paul Rogers’ "crystal oat 
bucket,” with Paul making his own selections 
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at Pimlico and then announcing the race re¬ 
sults, was an afternoon feature of WCBM. 

’’Last year I finished up $96 ahead for the 
meeting with the crystal oat bucket," says Paul. 
"But I had a secret: I usually went with the 
No. 1 horse in mile and a sixteenth races be¬ 
cause that run to the first turn is so short at 
Pimlico, and it seemed to work out. 

"For the last two years I scripted the entire 
Preakness ahead of time. I called the race the 
way I thought it would be run and played it 
over the air. I hit one and missed the other. I 
hit Personality, but I had Canonero II finish¬ 
ing third," says Paul. 

In January, Paul, who is 32, left WCBM to 
learn the sales and management end of the 
business at WYRE, in preparation for the 
possibility of owning his own radio station 
some day. "I also have a morning program at 
WYRE, but the format isn’t suitable for talk¬ 
ing about racing," explains Paul. 

"I felt good about the number of phone calls 
and letters that WCBM got from racing people 
when I left. A lot of people wanted to know 
what happened to the racing information. If 
I ever do have my own station. I’d like to do 
more for racing. For an industry that is re¬ 
sponsible for bringing as much money as it does 
into the state (not only in gambling revenue 
but in jobs and business), racing is not nearly 
well known enough to the public," Paul be¬ 
lieves. 

Paul and his wife, Barbara, have a small 
farm in Hampstead, although they plan to 
move near Annapolis soon. They have three 
children: Barbara, 13, Paul 3rd, 12 and Peter, 9. 


The brothers’ talents complement each 
other, with David doing the actual training 
and Paul reading and studying bloodlines. 


Paul and David Rothfuss also have another 
brother, Guy, 30, an opera singer living in 
Germany with his wife and 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. Guy does not share his family’s horse 
interests. 

Dr. Rothfuss’ wife died last October. A con¬ 
cert pianist and artist, who was also involved 
with the horses, she is remembered in some 
of Paul’s warmest anecdotes. 

One of my father’s first horses was a mare 
named Toy Foot," says Paul. "She was claimed 
in Florida and my parents were heartbroken. 
Years went by and they had almost forgotten 
about her when they were driving through 
Maryland one day and saw this horse stand¬ 
ing in a dusty chicken coop. 

"There’s Sally,’ my mother cried, because 
they had always called her Sally. So my father 
stopped the car and they got out and called to 
the mare and she answered with a whinny. 
They bought her on the spot and brought her 
home and she had some good foals for them, 
including Top Foot, an allowance winner." 

Although Dr. Rothfuss’ racing stable is 
dwindling as he advances in age (his peak 
year was 1948 when he won 42 races with 14 
horses), he continues to have a hand in some 
ambitious projects. This year’s biggest under¬ 
taking will be the reconstruction of buildings 
on the Rothfuss farm that were swept away 
in the floods that accompanied hurricane 
Agnes last year. 

None of the livestock was injured, but most 
of the pastureland and barns were damaged, 
Paul reports. 

In past years. Dr. Rothfuss had grown all 
of the hay for his horses, harvesting 150-200 
tons yearly. "My father has had hundreds of 
tons of lime and fertilizer and manure spread 
on those fields over the years. He used to joke 
that we kept cows just for the manure. He 
thinks good hay is very important for horses," 
says David. 

"Grass is the horse’s natural food, after all, 
and my father thinks that the closer you keep 
to nature, the better off you are. He doesn’t 
believe in a lot of training, or heavy works, 
and when horses are on the farm he believes 
in leaving them alone and calm and quiet— 
just letting them be horses." Q

Bill Hunt, Retiring After Fifty 
Years In Racing, Reminisces

A t 72 and with 50 years of racing behind 
him, Bill Hunt decided last month that he 
would retire with the end of the Maryland 
spring season. 

So Pimlico honored Hunt’s long and success¬ 
ful career with a special race on closing day 
last month. 

For the last few years, after a long span as 
jockey, trainer and official. Bill worked out of 
the calculating room. 

Although he still keeps up with the jumpers, 
even in its declining phase, it wasn’t until 
15 years ago that Bill discovered that he had 
actually led the nation one year against some 
of the finest steeplechase jockeys of all time. 

It seems that publicity wasn’t what it is these 
days, and the 10 winners Bill rode in 1930, 
out of 21 mounts, wasn’t ballyhooed as the 
best. 

’’Those were the days,” he said yesterday, 
’’when you were lucky to get two or three 
mounts a week.” 

Bill had begun riding on the flat at old 
Douglas Park in Louisville. But he quickly 
tried the steeplechasers and broke his maiden 
’’through the field,” in 1921 at Saratoga. 

In those days, Maryland and Marylanders 
dominated the game, with infield racing con¬ 
ducted at Pimlico, Laurel, Timonium and Bel 
Air. Bill talks about the old days, remember¬ 
ing his winners, with horses and their owners. 

”I remember I had a good season one year,” 
Bill recalled, ’’and I had been out for a while. 
I had some cartilage removed from my knee. 

”I got special permission from George 
Brown, the steward, to ride anyway. I came 
into Laurel on crutches. Put them away in the 


jocks’ room, and rode a horse named Rip. Broke 
his maiden that day. 

"Those were the days. There were three 
great sportsmen who were tops: Tommy 
Hitchcock, Joseph E. Widener and F. Ambrose 
Clark. 

"I can understand why the game fell apart 
when they went. The tracks began to notice 
about such things as mutuel handle. They no¬ 
ticed when a jumping race was on the card, 
the handle wasn’t as much but the attendance 
was up. They began to have fewer jump races.” 

Bill quit riding in 1948. "I was 48 years 
old,” he recalled, "and I was on a 12-year-old 
horse named Mechanized at Timonium. 

"Dooley Adams, who was a fine rider but 
quite a bit after my time, really. He was from 
a later generation. He tried to get through on 
the inside. I wouldn’t let him. 

"Dooley was good, sort of a throwback to 
the riders of my time. The boys these days 
don’t seem as smooth. Not a part of the horse 
like Dolly Byers, Specs Crawford and Bob 
Haynes. 

"I guess I would have to place myself 
fourth or fifth.” 

Bill had trained some horses in the 1930’s, 
during lean times for his riding. He went into 
the mutuel department in 1949. 

He considers it significant that he received 
the first N.S.H.A. yearbook the season he re¬ 
tired. 

"Bryce Wing (long-time N.S.H.A. presi¬ 
dent from Glyndon, Md.) has made sure,” he 
said, "that I got one every year. I just received 
my 25th one in the mail this week. It was a 
pleasure to be a part of the sport that Mr. 
Wing helped to keep alive.” □

And *Portohelo III Star 
On Fair HilFs Second Day 


Rain or shine Fair Hill is a pleasant place 
to go to the races. 

The 11,877 fans who attended the second 
day of the two-day meeting last month had to 
keep this idea in mind as they sat on the wet 
stands or huddled under the long roof of the 
mutuel shed. 


Highlights of the eight races were the 
$7,500-added National Hurdle Handicap, won 
by Dr. Jerome Torsney’s Monsieur LeDocteur, 
and the Foxcatcher Steeplechase, a timber race 
won by Bella Vista Farm’s *Portobelo III. 

Don’t let Monsieur LeDocteur’s French name 
and continental breeding (he’s by *Vimy Ridge

out of ^Crystal Arrow) fool you. The 5-year- 
old bay horse is a Maryland-bred, having been 
foaled at The Curragh in Chesapeake City 
where his sire stood before going to Shamrock 
Farm in Woodbine. His dam belongs to Dr. 
Torsney and his brother, Dr. Philip Torsney. 
Both brothers are of Irish descent. They keep 
a string of horses in Ireland at that country’s 
famous Curragh where their trainer is Stephen 
Quirke. On this side of the Atlantic, Dr. Tors- 
ney’s horses are trained by another well-known 
Irishman, Mickey Walsh. 

*’He turns out fit horses and great children,” 
said Dr. Torsney, a pediatrician in Clifton, New 
Jersey. Dr. Torsney and three of his daughters 
(Kathleen, Janet and Regina) were accepting 
the trophy from J. H. Tyler McConnell, presi¬ 
dent of the Cecil County Breeder’s Association 
and chairman of the racing committee. 

"The Walshes are a fine family and he has 
trained for me for some time now. 

Eventual winner Green Rd. moves up 
on outside to challenge third place finisher 
Unexpected Visitor as Insert and Seeress 
trail in Newark Flat Race (1st division). 


"Monsieur LeDocteur should be able to go 
a distance. His granddam. Thunderstruck, won 
five or six races on the other side at 2 V 2 or 3 
miles.” 

The horse had never been less than third in 
his last eight starts, except for one race in 
Tryon where he ran out at the last fence and 
was disqualified. 

Although Paul M. Wimert, Jr.’s *Minaccia 
was the favorite, six of the nine entries had 
won their last starts. It was a tough decision as 
to just who to put your money on, so I closed 
my form and used my favorite yardstick— 
looks. Robert C. Wingfield’s Shameca was a 
fit-looking chestnut. He gave a toss of his head 
in my direction as he walked around the pad- 
dock. He was to be ridden by Russell Jones. I 
had seen him ride a fine race in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup a few weeks ago on *Jacko, so with 
these infallible credentials, my money went on 
Shameca. 

At the start of the race, Raymond Guest’s 
The Badger was quick to take the lead, despite 
a choking hold by David Washer. One-half 
length behind was my choice. By the ninth 
brush jump this pair led the rest of the field 
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by some 12 lengths. Here *Minaccia went 
down in the midst of the bunched horses and 
with him the hopes of some fans and Joe 
Aitcheson, his rider. 

Monsieur LeDocteur had started to move 
up while going into the final turn, but Shameca 
was now leading since The Badger had run his 
race. My two dollars looked pretty safe until 
the last fence. Closing like an express train and 
with that raspy competitor, Jerry Fishback 
aboard, Monsieur LeDocteur obliterated my 
chances of making a dollar or two by taking 
the lead. He jumped the last fence at an angle, 
designed to eliminate his closest rivals Shameca 
and Rokeby Stable’s Dream Magic which fin¬ 
ished second. Jones held third place. 

Jerry was winning his second race, having 
won the previous one (the Easton Hurdle) 
on Suzanne T. Rowland’s Humus. He was 
leading rider for 1971 and is rated eighth 
behind this year’s leader, Clay Brittle, who had 
a good day at Fair Hill. He won the Newark 
Flat race on Mrs. Miles Valentine’s Didn’t 
Show, finished third on her horse Battle Rib¬ 
bon in the second division of the Rosemont 
Hurdles and third on Virginia Guest’s Tarra- 
tine in the first division. 

Winner of the first division was Bella Vista 
Farm’s Bookbinder. Mrs. Henry Obre’s Bent 
Page won the second. 

It rained again, hard, as the field of ten 
paraded to the post for the Foxcatcher Steeple-

chase and co-favorites were H. Turney Mc- 
Knight’s Keelboat and Bill Bogley’s recent 
purchase, *Portobelo III. The Maryland-bred 
Keelboat had had a month’s rest since he won 
the My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point in April 
while *Portobelo III was starting for the third 
time in thirteen days. After this race his record 
for his new owner was three starts, three wins. 

Bill Bogley said, ”I bought him from Charley 
Fenwick on a Saturday. He won the Master’s 
Plate at the Orange County Hunt races the next 
day. Then, six days later, he won the Virginia 
Gold Cup.” 

Here, now, seven days later *Portobelo III 
was at Fair Hill, winning again. He is trained 
by his former owner, Fenwick, who had to stop 
riding after suffering a shoulder separation in 
the Benjamin H. Murray Memorial in April. 
Gil Flautt, joint MFH of the Foxcatcher-New 
Market Hounds, has ridden him each time. 

Gil was particularly anxious to win this race 
for an obvious reason. He wanted to receive 
the trophy from his good friend and joint 
master, Mrs. Jean duPont McConnell, daughter 
of the late William duPont who founded both 
the Fair Hill races and the Foxcatcher hounds. 

Bill Bogley was a happy man, also, since 
he’d had two winners. Bookbinder and *Porto- 
belo III. A car dealer from Gaithersburg, Mr. 
Bogley owns a farm in Middletown. 

The rain was ovqt by the time the starter, 
Robert Palmer, dropped the flag. J. B. Secor 
on his own horse. Much To Do, scooted out in 
front, a position either he or Much To Do 
favors. He was overtaken by *Portobelo III at 
the seventh fence. Although Keelboat made a 
valiant effort to reach the front running *Port- 
obelo, he was a tired horse as they came over 
the last fence. *Portobelo III pulled away to 
win easily. Much To Do finished third some 
ten lengths behind. There were no falls, and it 
was a thrilling race to watch. This time I had 
no money riding, but my sentiments were all 
on Keelboat. He just got tired. 

Interviewed in the paddock after presenting 
Gil with the Foxcatcher trophy, Mrs. McConnell 
was optimistic about the future of Fair Hill. 
She feels that if the state of Maryland buys it, 
the races and other sporting events, such as 
foxhunting and the large three-phase in Octo¬ 
ber, will be assured of a site in the future. Q

Gen. John Waters, Honored at Pimlico 
30 Years Ago, Now Living in Maryland 


Thirty years ago this month The Mary¬ 
land Horse published an account of the cere¬ 
monies held at Pimlico in honor of Lieut. Col. 
John Knight Waters, one of Maryland’s first 
and foremost heroes of World War II. 

Although not present for the ceremonies, 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower sent this account 
of Colonel Waters’ performance at Paid Pass 
when Gen. Erwin Rommel began his break¬ 
through in North Africa. 

. . An American detachment, commanded 
by Johnny Waters, held a high hill above the 
Pass. He was ordered to hold that hill. He then 
had been engaged for three months in almost 
continuous battle, in every hour of which he 
lived up to the glowing prophecies made con¬ 
cerning him. 

’‘At the first light on February 14 the enemy 
poured in around his flanks and quickly he was 
surrounded by hostile mechanized forces. Un¬ 
dismayed, he carried on. For two nights and 
two days he repulsed every attempt of the 
Huns to dent his position. Then the corps com¬ 
mander directed Waters to bring his troops 
back through the darkness to join the main 
American force.

“Efficiently and rapidly he organized for the 
withdrawal. His troops came out with 150 pris¬ 
oners, while Johnny Waters—as you would 
expect—stayed behind with a small detach¬ 
ment to cover the retirement. 

“Since that moment we have not heard of 
Johnny Waters or his men. 

“Wherever he is, his example and his whole 
career typified the kind of service that West 
Point has the right to expect from her grad¬ 
uates. 

“If there could be granted to me the answer 
to just one prayer, it would be this: ’God let 
me in my post do my duty to my country as 
well as Johnny Waters did in his.’ ’’ 


As General Eisenhower noted, the fate of 
Colonel Waters and his men was not imme¬ 
diately known. 

But ten days after Eisenhower’s citation was 
published. Colonel Waters’ wife (who was the 
daughter of Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton) re¬ 
ceived word that he was being held prisoner 
by the Germans. 

Lacking any other information. The MARY¬ 
LAND Horse article rounded off the Pimlico 
presentation by citing a few biographical facts 
about the colonel. 

It was, for example, noted that Colonel 
Waters had attended Boys Latin School, Johns 
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Hopkins (for two years) and West Point. He 
had ridden in many Maryland horse shows and 
was an avid foxhunter. 

At West Point he had been captain of the 
hockey and lacrosse teams and later played for 
the Green Spring Valley team in the Amateur 
Ice Hockey Association. 

Born and raised in Baltimore county (on 
Thornton road in Ruxton), Johnny Waters 
had graduated from West Point in 1931 and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant of cav¬ 
alry. He was later to twice attend the Cavalry 
School at Fort Riley where he completed the 
advanced equitation course. 

His first combat decoration resulted from 
his performance seven days after landing in 
North Africa for ‘capturing and holding the 
Tafouri airport in the face of heavy artillery 
fire when his only protection was light tanks.” 

These accounts of Colonel Waters’ amazing 
career left many questions unanswered. 

Did he survive the German prison camp? Is 
he alive today? 

To answer these questions, our first thought 
was to examine the list of subscribers to The 
Maryland Horse. And there, quite incred¬ 
ibly, was the name of General John K. Waters 
who lives today in Potomac, Md. 

Telephoning his home, we quickly got the 
general on the line. 


Yes, he said, he was the same Johnny Waters 
we had been reading about. 

And then he picked up the narrative. 

He had been a German prisoner-of-war for 
two years and two months. In an attempt to 
escape he had been shot through the lower 
abdomen. That wound took a full year to heal. 

The first Mrs. Waters (General Patton’s 
daughter) died in 1952. General Waters re¬ 
married in 1961 . He retired from the Army in 
1966 after serving his two final years as Com¬ 
mander in Chief of the United States Army, 
Pacific. The four-star general lives today with 
the second Mrs. Waters in a beautiful home 
located on two acres of land in Potomac. 

The 66-year-old general has two sons—Major 
John K. Waters, Jr., and George Patton Waters. 
The younger son lives in Baton Rouge and has 
no present military connections. 

The general also has three grandchildren. 

He says he has not ridden for ’TO to 15 
years, not because there’s anything wrong with 
me—it’s just that I got out of the habit while 
I was moving around so much in the Army.” 

Although he no longer rides. General Waters 
is keenly interested in the horse world. He is 
a recognized judge for the American Horse 
Shows Association and is a director of the 
Washington International Horse Show. f] 
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Secretariat Draws 
Record Preakness 
Crowd On Way To 
The Triple Crown

Was it the great Secretariat that they came 
to see, or had Chick Lang simply conned them 
into attending? 

Whatever the reason, Pimlico posted new 
attendance and wagering records when the 
98th Preakness was run last month. 

And Secretariat did his part, too, coasting 
home a two-and-a-half length winner at 30 
cents on the dollar. He may even have set a 
track record for the mile and three sixteenths 
course—or then he may not have set one; it 
all depends upon whose watch was closest to 
being accurate. 

Although the unquestioned star of Mary¬ 
land’s great 3-year-old race was Meadow 
Stable’s Secretariat, everyone knows that it 
wasn’t the horse himself who attracted all of 
those 61,657 customers. 

A crowd of that size wouldn’t come to Pim¬ 
lico for a match race between Secretariat and 
Man o’ War—unless some master promotional 
mind did a selling job of unparalleled bril¬ 
liance. 
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And that, of course, is where Chick Lang fits 
in. He’s a master promoter who cut his teeth 
selling Bill Hartack’s saddle services way back 
there when Hartack was deciding that his fu¬ 
ture course in life would be dedicated to either 
offensive frankness or sullen silence. 

Undoubtedly, Lang learned a lot from Har¬ 
tack—the big thing being that if your product 
is good you can sell it, even though the prod¬ 
uct himself may be working against you. 

There was, of course, nobody working against 
Pimlico’s 46-year-old general manager during 
his months of promotional campaigning for 
America’s second jewel of the Triple Crown. 

Ben and Herman Cohen (Pimlico’s owners) 
let the former jockey’s agent have a loose rein. 
They hoped for a clear day with people stand¬ 
ing on top of people. And they got exactly 
what they wanted at the 103-year-old track. 
The crowd exceeded the old record by 12,936 
and the day’s mutuel handle of $3,792,076 was 
$487,715 higher than the previous mark. 

The old records, it should be noted, were 
also established during Lang’s administration— 
in fact, those records were only one-year-old, 
having been set in 1972 when Bee Bee Bee ran 
away from the heavily favored Riva Ridge. 

So what it all comes down to is that Lang is 
now attempting every year to beat his own 
record. 

Without a doubt these gigantic crowds and 
whopping mutuel handles are like a shot in 
the arm to Maryland’s racing industry. Every¬ 
body (the state, the tracks and the horsemen) 
shares in the profits. 

But, like always happens in life, nothing of 
great magnitude is ever accomplished without 
a few rough edges becoming exposed. 


And the rough edge at Pimlico on Preak- 
nees Day is that maelstrom of humanity which 
crowds into the centerfield (15,400 this year) 
and then defies the restraining efforts of police 
and uniformed guards. 

Before the 1974 Preakness is run, Lang and 
the Cohens must do something about that 
centerfield. Tunnels under the track (such as 
used at Churchill Downs) are a necessity. And 
national guardsmen (such as used as Churchill 
Downs) are needed. 

Maybe there should be a law against a public 
display of amorous occurrences, too. There 
must be better places than Pimlico’s center- 
field for things like that. 

But these complaints are minor, being out¬ 
weighed 100-to-1 by the plus side of Pimlico’s 
Preakness ledger.

Three weeks following the Preakness, Secre¬ 
tariat captured the Belmont Stakes, thus becom¬ 
ing AMERICA’S FIRST TRIPLE CROWN

So you’ve made that big decision: You’ve 
decided to buy a broodmare. 

Only drawback is that you don’t know much 
about the horse breeding business. Your ex¬ 
perience in animal husbandry has been lim¬ 
ited to a flock of moronic Hampshire sheep. 

That doesn’t stop you, not with a horse 
auction coming up. 

At the sale you buy three mares, all in foal. 
And then you frantically convert the sheep 
fold into large stalls—using those handsome 
chestnut boards you were saving to panel the 
kitchen. 

The barn turns out to be beautiful. But the 
broodmares dislike each other on sight. None 
of them is happy until the pecking order has 
been established. 

Then the ‘girls” learn to unlatch the Early 
American hardware on the stall doors.

In any event, you know your first foal is due 
in one week. So you get the old raccoon coat 
out of moth balls, find a Dick Francis mystery, 
and thoughtfully install in the barn a heat 
lamp and an easy chair.

Your knowledgeable horsey friends check 
your mare and assure you that nothing is about 
to happen that night. Then they go home. 

Maybe you better have a last look? 

Your last look appalls you. Even so, you 
jump right in and help at the accouchement. 
When the veterinarian arrives, he revives you. 
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Despite your efforts, the colt is not 16.3 and 
going strong. 

You breed the best yoiiVe got to the best 
you can afford. 

Perhaps it is a losing game for all of us 
small ones, but are we discouraged? Certainly 
not. The occasional breeders bonus is manna 
from heaven, the blue ribbon and silver platter 
from Tiffany’s (when your yearling wins her 
class at the show) confirm your magnificent 
judgment. 

A yearling show winner? You can’t sell her. 
So let’s have a go at the track. 

You pick your trainer, choose your silks— 
and what do you get? 

Bucked shins, an obscure post-nasal drip 
and, of all things, a popped stifle. 

Now what have you got? Why, a young 
broodmare. 

So you breed her at 3 and get a fine foal 
which you sell as a yearling. When the year¬ 
ling is sold the broodmare has a suckling at 
her side and one in the oven. 

This only took six years. 

Then the year arrives when none of your 
mares come in season. As the days slip by you 
remember an old Vermont doctor’s recipe. He 
was, you recall, a Hopkins graduate. The recipe 
was mostly vinegar. So you go to the pantry. 
Two ounces morning and evening over their 
feed. 

They all come in season. Each is bred, each 
conceives. Viva vinegar! 


Does the fact that one of your mares gets 
shot in the leg by a happy hunter dampen your 
enthusiasm? Not at all. 

You give the mare your routine wound 
medication, but something more seems needed. 
So you squirt a bit of Clorox and All into the 
solution. Apply it with an ear syringe. No 
problem. 

Accidents happen to all of us. Your accident 
is a broken neck. When you’re having whirl¬ 
pool therapy and your filly is having the same 
treatment for a cut pastern, you wonder which 
will cost the most. The price turns out to be 
the same. 

Each year you learn a little more. 

And, strangely enough, you enjoy every 
minute of it. 

Two of the first three mares you bought are 
still on the farm. One is nicely in foal at age 
20. The other is living high and doing nothing. 

When you lean on the fence and admire 
the yearlings in their shiny summer coats you 
forget all the costs and crises involved in get¬ 
ting them this far. 

You say to yourself: ’That red chestnut’s 
daddy won the Preakness. Maybe he’ll be a 
stakes winner, too.” 

Nothing can equal the satisfaction of see¬ 
ing your newborn foal stagger to his feet for 
the first time, nor the thrill of seeing your 
colors go to the post. 

Looking back. I’m awfully glad I bought a 
broodmare! O

King's Bishop Wins Carter 

Running the finest race of his career, King’s 
Bishop set a new seven-furlong track record 
last month at Belmont Park when winning the 
$50,000-added Carter Handicap. 

The 4-year-old son of Round Table and the 
Fleet Nasrullah mare Spearfish is owned by 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont, E. P. Taylor, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Edward Houghton and Richard Stokes. 
Upon being retired. King’s Bishop will stand 
at Mrs. duPont’s Woodstock Farm. 

Earning $35,220 in the Carter, King’s 
Bishop increased his lifetime earnings to 
$ 259 , 323 . Unraced at 2, the Round Table colt 
won three stakes last year. The Carter was his 
first stakes win as a 4-year-old. 

Facing nine opponents in the Carter, King’s 
Bishop drew off through the stretch to win 
by five lengths. He was timed in 1:20 2/5— 
taking four-fifths of a second off the old record 
set 16 years ago by Bold Ruler. 

Northern Jove Is Purchased 

Northern Jove, a 5-year-old son of Northern 
Dancer, was purchased from owner-breeder 
Peter Fuller on Preakness Day at Pimlico by 
Edgar M. Lucas’ Helmore Farm. Winner of 
over $ 106 , 000 , Northern Jove made his last 
start in Fuller’s colors a winning one by cap¬ 
turing a $15,000 purse overnight handicap at 
Pimlico in the excellent six-furlong time of 
1:10 3 / 5 . 

Immediately after that race Northern Jove 
was transferred to the barn of Jose deMur- 
guiondo, trainer of the Helmore Farm horses. 
Following the completion of his racing career. 
Northern Jove will be retired to stud at Mr. 
Lucas’ farm. 


Northern Jove is the first foal out of the 
Sun Again mare Junonia who was a stakes- 
placed winner of $24,930. Winner, himself, of 
the Flintstone Stakes, Northern Jove has also 
placed in four other stakes. 

Lou Rosenbush Is Sidelined 

Nathan L Cohen’s stakes-winning 3-year- 
old gelding Lou Rosenbush was operated on 
last month at the New Bolton Center following 
an X-ray examination which revealed a bone 
fracture in the knee. It is hoped that the son 
of Turn to Reason and Jay Lady will be re¬ 
turned to competition by late summer or early 
fall. As a 2-year-old Lou Rosenbush won the 
Senatorial Stakes and the Maryland Futurity, 
both Maryland-bred events run at Laurel. He 
was also voted the best Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old colt or gelding of the 1972 season. 

Selima-Futurity Rules Changed 

Two of the richest and oldest 2-year-old 
races in the country—the Laurel Futurity and 
the Selima Stakes—will be open for supple¬ 
mentary nominations for the first time when 
the races are run in 1974 at Laurel. The supple¬ 
mentary fee for each will be $5,000. 

Frank G. Gabriel, Laurel racing secretary, 
also announced that nominations for the two 
races next year will close in the same year the 
races are run, instead of when the potential 
nominees are foaled. The early closing date for 
nominations was May 15 at a fee of $10. The 
final closing date will be January 15, 1974, at 
a fee of $30. 

Laurel also has added a fifth money position 
for each race, instead of the usual four places. 
The 1974 winner will receive 60 per cent of 
the gross purse, while 20 per cent will go to

second place, 10 per cent to third, 6 per cent 
to fourth and 4 per cent to fifth. 

John D. Schapiro, Laurel president, said the 
changes were made in hopes of attracting larger 
fields for the mile and one-sixteenth fixtures. 
In the past two years, Riva Ridge, Secretariat, 
Numbered Account and La Prevoyante, the 
stars of their divisions, cut down the fields by 
their presence and caused minus pools in the 
show betting. 

The Futurity last year, won by Secretariat, 
was valued at $133,300 with six in the field. 
The Selima, won by La Prevoyante, was worth 
$121,990 with four starters. Both were run on 
the same day. This year’s Futurity and Selima 
have not yet been scheduled in Laurel’s fall 
meeting. 

Naleesa Wins Parlo H. 

Mrs. Samuel F. duPont came up with her 
second stakes-winning filly of the 1973 season 
at Delaware Park last month when her Naleesa 
captured the $25,000-added Parlo Turf Handi¬ 
cap as the longest priced member of the six- 
horse field. 

Naleesa, a 4-year-old daughter of Nade and 
Leesann, was bred by Mrs. duPont at her Hex- 
tonia Farm in Cecil county. In April Mrs. 
duPont’s Winsome Imp triumphed in Pimlico’s 
$25,000 Politely Stakes as a 32-1 shot. Win¬ 
some Imp, a 3-year-old, is by Impressive out of 
Winsome Ways. 

Naleesa, winner of $47,000 as a 3-year-old 
and $18,000 as a 2-year-old, increased her life¬ 
time earnings to $86,400 in the Parlo Turf 
Handicap. The Parlo, incidentally, was con¬ 
tested on Delaware’s main track because of the 
soft condition of the turf course. 

Finishing behind Naleesa in the Parlo were 
Sarre Green, Ancient Line, Fairway Flyer, 


Euonymous and Jump Seat. Contested over a 
sloppy track at the mile and a sixteenth dis¬ 
tance, the race was run in 1:46. 

George M. Baker trains both Naleesa and 
Winsome Imp for Mrs. duPont. Both fillies 
are, of course, Maryland-breds. 

Marlboro Dates To Bowie 

The Maryland Racing Commission approved 
early this month the transfer of the 36-day 
Marlboro meeting to Bowie. The transfer was 
made only for the 1973 season and will need 
approval of the General Assembly before be¬ 
coming permanent. 

The apparent demise of Marlboro as a rac¬ 
ing center leaves only Timonium as a survivor 
on the once popular half-mile Maryland cir¬ 
cuit. Other minor tracks eliminated during the 
past dozen years were Bel Air, Hagerstown and 
Cumberland. 

The Marlboro transfer will give Bowie two 
meetings in 1973. 

The Southern Maryland track concluded a 
60-day meeting on March 12 and will reopen 
for the Marlboro dates on September 10. The 
36-day fall session will end on October 20. 

Laurel will then begin its 60-day meeting on 
October 22 and will run through December 31. 

The owners of both Pimlico and Laurel op¬ 
posed the Marlboro transfer at the commission 
meeting early this month, citing an imbalance 
of days—96 for Bowie and only 60 for the 
other two tracks. 

W. G. Christmas Re-elected 

William G. Christmas was re-elected to the 
presidency of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association last month by the organization’s 
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What's New Continued... 


Board of Directors. Douglas R. Small, Sr., was 
named vice-president, succeeding Henry S. 
Clark who withdrew his name from the ballot 
this year *’so that a younger fellow would get 
on the Board.” 

Hugh J. O’Donovan, the association’s secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, was returned to that post for the 
third consecutive year. 

Mr. Christmas is also serving his third term 
in office. The well-known breeder, owner and 
trainer lives in Monkton and campaigns a large 
public stable at Eastern tracks. 

Two additions were made to the MHBA’s 
15-member Board of Directors. 

The newcomers are E. P. Taylor, owner of 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City, and J. 
William Boniface, owner of Bonita Farm near 
Bel Air. Mr. Taylor had served on the Board 
several years ago. Mr. Boniface will be serving 
his first term.

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Valentine Wilson Steps Down After Five 
Productive Years As MFH Of Potomac 


Stepping down after five years as Master of 
the Potomac Hunt, Valentine Wilson took oc¬ 
casion last month to give his evaluation of the 
sport of foxhunting. 

Said Mr. Wilson: "Its an art. You’re out 
there battling the elements of nature, and you 
never know what’s on the other side of the 
jump. There’s no ring—nobody’s laid out a 
course for you. You have the fox leading you 
into places that you hadn’t planned to visit. 

"Now what I’ve tried to do is get people to 
understand that this is a kind of big game. The 
fox is trying to outwit a pack of hounds. And 
in 90 per cent of the cases in this country he 
succeeds. But sometimes he doesn’t. 

"If you know the hounds, you can spot the 
phonies. It’s like people; some are genuine, 
some are frauds. 

"With foxhounds, the phony sits around 
following the path of least resistance. He 
doesn’t get his feet cut or his nose scratched 
by the briars. But the minute the chase gets 
underway, he’s right there sharing in the glory. 

"If you study the sport and try to appre¬ 
ciate it, then it’s a great deal more intriguing. 
That way you become an active participant 
rather than just a person out for a fast ride. A 
true foxhunter knows that the horse is only 
ancillary to the sport.’’ 

Mr. Wilson turns over to his successor, Harry 
H. Semmes, a truly fine pack of hounds. In¬ 
cluded in the pack is Jubilee who was grand 
champion of the 1972 Bryn Mawr Show. At 
that same show the Potomac pack (represented 
by five couple) was pinned first in its class. 

Always anxious to explain to Potomac mem¬ 
bers the strong and weak points of their fox¬ 


hounds, Mr. Wilson introduced a few years ago 
an annual puppy show at the Potomac ken¬ 
nels in which members were given an oppor¬ 
tunity to show a hound and learn details of 
hound showing from experts in the field. 

Another innovation at Potomac during Wil¬ 
son’s tenure as Master was the decision to hunt 
two packs the same day, giving large fields the 
option of two different types of hunt country. 

Mr. Wilson also believed in starting off new 
members on the right foot, and for this purpose 
he annually scheduled an orientation day which 
provided new subscribers with an opportunity 
to learn about the history of hunting, proper 
hunting attire, protocol in the hunt field and 
the rudiments of a foxhunting pack of hounds. 

And also well remembered was Mr. Wilson’s 
annual exhibition of different riding attire in 
which the riders simulated a foxhunt. For this 
exhibition horses of similar color were ridden 
by the staff except for the Master and Hunts¬ 
man who were mounted on horses of another 
color. 

A representative field of male members was 
in scarlet, ladies in bowlers and black Melton

Obviously, a Master of such imagination and 
dedication will be missed. 

Mr. Wilson, a lifelong resident of Montgom¬ 
ery county, has devoted a great portion of his 
life to foxhunting and because of him fox¬ 
hunting in Maryland is today a stronger sport. 
Mr. Wilson came by his enthusiasm quite 
naturally—he is a direct descendent of (gov¬ 
ernor Samuel Ogle who maintained his own 
kennels at his Belair estate in Bowie when 
governor of the state of Maryland prior to the 
Revolutionary War. □

William S. Hebb 

William S. Hebb, owner of the Walnut 
Grove Farm in Howard county, died last 
month after a long illness at the age of 66. 

The only son of Dr. and Mrs. John W. Hebb, 
Mr. Hebb was born and raised in West Friend¬ 
ship. 

His nickname, "Doc,” was picked up in his 
youth because his father was the only doctor 
in Howard county. 

Instead of following his father into the med¬ 
ical profession, Mr. Hebb, in his youth, started 
a business career. 

He married the former Lorraine Dorsey in 
1933. Together, in 1941, they founded the 
Aristocrat Dairy. 

He sold out to the Cloverland Farm Dairy in 
1967 . He was vice president in charge of 
Cloverland s wholesale business until his death. 

In 1959 , Mr. Hebb purchased Walnut Grove, 
an historic 275-acre estate in Clarksville. He 
bred and raced Thoroughbred horses, includ¬ 


ing Walnut Bill, a familiar horse on the Mary¬ 
land racing scene during the early 1960’s. 

In addition to his wife, Mr. Hebb is sur¬ 
vived by a son, William S. Hebb 2nd, and a 
sister, Mrs. Virginia Ridgely, of West Friend¬ 
ship. 

Louis Pondfield 

Louis Pondfield, former general manager of 
the Pimlico and Charles Town race tracks, died 
early this month in Miami, Fla. 

The 76 -year-old Baltimore native had been 
in retirement for nearly ten years. 

An energetic but controversial figure during 
his tenure as general manager at Pimlico, Mr. 
Pondfield was frequently involved in battles 
with horsemen and the managements of nearby 
tracks. 

The purchase of Pimlico in 1952 by brothers 
Ben and Herman Cohen came about through 
Mr. Pondfield who arranged the sale with the 
late C. E. Tuttle. The Cohen brothers were 
cousins of Mr. Pondfield s. 

In addition to running Pimlico and Charles 
Town, Mr. Pondfield bred and raced a small 
stable. 

Mrs. Godfrey Preece, Sr. 

Mrs. Godfrey Preece, Sr., died in Miami at 
the age of 87 after a long illness. Mrs. Preece 
bred and raced horses from 1917 until the 
1940’s. In 1918 she had the distinction of be¬ 
coming the first mother ever to witness two of 
her sons falling in the same fiat race at Bel¬ 
mont Park. The boys, both apprentice jockeys, 
were Godfrey, Jr., and Terence. They fell 
"leaving the eighth pole,” Godfrey astride 
Broom Peddler and Terence riding Mr. Specs. 

Ivan Trosch 

Ivan Trosch, vice-president of the Maryland 
News Agency in Baltimore, died last month at 
the age of 58 while visiting with his daughter 
in New York. Born in Milwaukee, Mr. Trosch 
was a law school graduate and a member of 
the Wisconsin bar. He served in the Marine 
Corps during World War 11. 

Mr. Trosch was a familiar figure at all Mary¬ 
land tracks, his company being in charge of the 
distribution of Daily Racing Forms in this area. 

Lyndon B. Myers 

Lyndon B. Myers, a breeder-owner member 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
since 1964, died on April 22. Mr. Myers lived 
in Mount Airy, Md.

Grand champion of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s 39th annual Yearling 
Show held last month at Timonium was a gray 
*Rise ’n Shine filly owned and bred by Mr. 
and Mrs. Cary Jackson of Glyndon, Md. 

With 92 yearlings exhibited in four classes, 
the show was the second largest ever held by 
the MHBA, being exceeded only by the 1965 
renewal which attracted 103 yearlings. 

The judge, Warren A. (Jimmy) Croll, Jr., 
selected for the reserve championship a First 
Landing colt owned and bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hugh J. O’Donovan of Upperco, Md. 

Other class winners were a Rambunctious 
colt owned and bred by Labadie Mill Farm of 
Middletown, Del., and an Exceedingly filly 
owned and bred by Mrs. Helen L. Jennings of 
Centreville, Md. 

Both the champion and the reserve cham¬ 
pion were sired by stallions which stand in 
Virginia. 

Commenting on her *Rise ’n Shine filly’s 
success, Mrs. Jackson revealed the filly’s dam, 
Gloria Mac, has been used alternately as both 
a broodmare and a hunter. Said Mrs. Jackson: 
“Gloria Mac is that gray mare you’ve seen 
Cary hunt. We have one other foal out of 
her—a 4-year-old by * River War named 
Brown Glory. 

“Cary (who is the Green Spring’s Joint 
master) expects to hunt the mare again next 
year. We bred her to *Rise ’n Shine because 
he’s a gray and so is Gloria Mac. We wanted, 
obviously, another gray. I think our mare was 
one of only two outside mares bred that year 
to *Rise ’n Shine.’’ 

By Hyperion out of Deodora by Dante, 
*Rise ’n Shine stands at Mrs. Cloyce Tippett’s 
Llangollen Farm. 

Gloria Mac was purchased by the Jacksons 
from Peter Green upon being retired from 
racing. The mare took readily to jumping and 
won the Green Spring Hunt Club’s Green 
Hunter class under Pia Keating the first year 
she was shown. 

About her champion yearling, Mrs. Jackson 
said: ’’We have her nominated for the Eastern 
Fall Yearling Sale, but we aren’t certain we’ll 
sell her. We may keep her to race in our own 
colors.’’ 

The O’Donovans’ reserve champion is a 
bay or brown son of First Landing and the 
* Royal Charger mare Royal Rosemary. The 
colt will head up the O’Donovans’ Saratoga 
yearling consignment this August. 
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Trainer Warren A. (Jimmy) Croll, Jr., who 
judged the show, receives token of apprecia¬ 
tion from MHBA president W. G. Christmas. 


Obviously worth a great deal more today 
than the grand champion, the O’Donovan colt 
was bred with only one thought in mind—top 
dollar for a top colt. 

By the outstanding sire First Landing, the 
reserve champion comes from a family of con¬ 
siderable black type, and, in the opinion of 
Mr. Croll, he has the looks of a race horse.

Horse Shows 


Paul Welles’ Triton Stables of Raleigh, N.C., 
sold the highest priced pony at the 12th annual 
Maryland Pony Breeders’ sale which was held 
late in April at the Timonium Fairgrounds. 
The 8-year-old grey gelding was bought by 
McDonogh School for $1,010. Named Mess¬ 
enger, the 13.3 pony is a Welsh-Hackney cross¬ 
bred. 

Crossbreds and Welsh ponies were the two 
breeds best represented at the sale which saw 
39 head go for $13,995, an average of $358.85. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. Gittings Merryman’s Tran¬ 
quillity Farms was the biggest buyer, acquiring 
three for $2,330. The Merrymans hold classes 
which are taught by Major Alan Wait. 

Auctioneer Jervis Marshall moved the bids 
up by $50, but said, "We’ll do it your way,’’ to 
those people who wanted to make $10 raises. 
The bidding was consistently good on a cer¬ 
tain type of pony: it was the pony between 12 
and 14 hands, broken and shown in the ring 
by a child. Unbroken weanlings with long 
coats and little flesh on their bones were unsold. 

On the afternoon of the sale Mrs. Carroll 
Herbert was grooming her brown and white 
pony. She had washed his white tail and was 
using an electric heater to dry it when Dr. 
Irvin Frock walked into the barn at Cub Hill 
where the Herberts operate a riding school. Dr. 
Frock was coming to take a culture on one of 
the mares. When he saw Mrs. Herbert busily 
warming her pony’s tail, he said, "Is this the 
horse you’re trying to get in heat? I’ve seen 
people use a lot of different methods, but this 
takes the cake.’’ 

Horsemen's Registry Formed 

In an attempt to combat the rising incidence 
of track theft, W. Blair Nelson, a New Jersey 
attorney who is joint Master of a recognized 
hunt, has formed the National Horsemen’s 
Registry which will act as a clearing house for 
social security numbers. 

Mr. Nelson’s plan is to have all NHR mem¬ 
bers burn into their tack their social security 
numbers. Members would then send a record 
of their social security numbers to the NHR 
which would act as a record-keeping national 
bureau in the event thefts are reported. 

Said the attorney: "Marking can be done 
by branding, stamping or as we have done by 
using an inexpensive woodburning device to 


etch the social security number into the leather. 
Our woodburning kit cost $3.59 at a local dis¬ 
count store. 

"Each piece of bridle is easily marked on 
the inside and each saddle is simply and best 
marked on the exposed part of the tree as this 
is one part that cannot be removed.’’ 

Mr. Nelson adds that the NHR cannot act 
as a policing body but will be in touch with 
all tack shops and auctioneers who frequently 
deal in used tack. The NHR is intended as 
a registry only. It has no connection with or 
interest in any marking device. 

Lifetime membership to the NHR is set at 
$15; two-year membership costs $5. Informa¬ 
tion may be obtained by writing to the NHR 
at Box 143, Stanton, New Jersey 08885.

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cause of the war. Wrote the editor: ”It was 
felt that transportation and labor problems 
left no option in this matter, though the move 
was regretted by all.” The editor also noted 
that James E. Fitzsimmons had been the judge 
at all eleven of the previous yearling shows. 

► Wrote the editor: “For the first time in 
America, there is now a reasonable reserve of 
suitable horses waiting and ready to be tapped 
for war purposes.” 

Although they waited, they were never 
tapped. Before the end of World War II the 
Army would decide to sell all of its horses at 
public auction. 

► Commenting on the Remount Branch of 
the Quartermaster Corps, the editor wrote: 
’’Since the inauguration of the Army Horse 
Breeding Plan in 1921 a total of 314,224 mares 
have been bred to Remount stallions and 
185,511 foals have been produced. The ob¬ 
jective of this plan is not to procure foals for 
the Army but to generally improve the blood 
of the horseflesh in America. 

’’The 660 stallions (owned by the Remount 
Branch) standing in 41 different states and in 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico were bred to 18,807 
mares in 1942. The resulting production of 
12,074 foals represents a material increase over 
the foal production of 1941.”

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EDITORIAL 


Progress Is Frequently Painful 

The transfer of Marlboro's 36-day meeting to Bowie by the Maryland Racing 
Commission was, in my opinion, a good thing for the state's racing industry. 

Under the revised schedule Timonium will re-open the Maryland 1973 season on 
August 11 and conclude its 24-day session on September 8. Bowie will then operate 
from September 10 through October 20 and will be followed by Laurel which will 
conduct a 60-day session running from October 22 through December 31. 

Timonium, strongest of the Maryland minor tracks in recent years, is the lone half- 
mile survivor. 

A dozen or so years ago there were five minor tracks in Maryland. The first to 
succumb was Cumberland. Then Bel Air was razed. Hagerstown was the third to die— 
and now Marlboro is apparently the fourth. 

Even though I feel that this reduction of the minor track circuit has helped upgrade 
Maryland's horse industry, I cannot look back on the good old days without experienc¬ 
ing a great deal of sorrow. 

All four of those tracks were dear old friends. 

Progress is sometimes quite painful. But looking at the racing picture in an objective 
manner. I've got to say that the entire industry will benefit as a result of the Bowie 
takeover.
